COMMENTS FROM RADIO DOOMSDAY 

Last week I received a long letter from K-2000. Part of this dealt with some delays 
in responding to a reception report that 1 sent to them, but I am working on this 
with additional correspondence. Most of the letter was a complaint that the station 
was not receiving a sufficient volume of comments about their programming. I have 
heard different complaints from other pirates in the past about the overall quality 

A couple of days later I received a letter from Radio Doomsday. This station has 
written an article that deals with both of the problems that I cite here. The article 
discusses reception reports from the perspective of the station that receives them. 
What is a station really looking for in the reportB that we Bend to them? The 
Doomsday article is so good that I am going to reprint it here. I have literally 
hundreds of pirate QSL's, but I still learned something from this essay. In the 
tradition of Robert Ross' recent article about La Voz Popular, 1 present our second 
guest article in three months, this time by Nemesis of Radio Doomsday. 

"HOW TO WRITE MEANINGFUL RECEPTION REPORTS" 

"AVOIDING THE RADIO DOOMSDAY BOOBY PRIZE" 

It has come to my attention that a portion of the pirate radio listening community 
has no idea how to write a reception report that goes beyond simply letting the 
operator of a station (know) that they were heard. 



First off, DO NOT TAKE OFFENSE BECAUSE YOU RECEIVED THIS! There is nothing 
wrong with being misinformed! EVERYONE was a beginner at one time! There IS 
something wrong with being informed of what operators of pirate stations are 
looking for from the listening community, and no one does anything about it! 

Most operators of stations KNOW that they are widely heard and if it is not a new 
station, they already have an idea of their coverage areas and general signal 
strengths in different parts of the country. Letting an operator know how well they 
are heard is a vital part of any report. DO NOT inflate the signal report in hopes of 
getting a favorable reply! Be honest with reports on signal levels! This will help the 
operator know when changes in station equipment have improved or degraded a 
station's on-air performance. The SINPO code is widely used and does a good Job of 
portraying reception conditions. I prefer just a simple S Meter reading and notes 
about any interference to the signal. Propagation notes are not required as I listen 
for several hours to the band before going on air and have some idea just how the 
band is doing! Again, this is up to you the listener on how much or how little 
information to include in this area. There i. NO such thing as. giving too much 
information. Just be honest...

TELLING TIME? You should alwayB use GMT time! Listen to WWV on the usual 
frequencies to keep your clock accurate and how to convert your local time to GMT. 
Remember to roll-over the date at 0000 GMT! I get many reports that still use local 
dates! it takes some getting used to, but after you get used to keeping the date in 
GMT after a while it will be second nature to you. 

FREQUENCY. Don't sweat it if you can't get real accurate about the EXACT frequency 
you heard the show on. Try to get as close as possible, but on some of the older 
receivers, just getting to within 5 Khz can be a challenge! Sometimes frequencies 
will be announced but the station will be heard elsewhere. This is the problem with 
making taped shows to be aired days or weeks later. Things change fast on 40 
meters and elsewhere. A Frequency that's clear today might be used by a SWBC 
station tomorrow. Most pirates will NOT re-edit a show because of frequency 
announcements that are incorrect. Learn and trust your own equipment! Radio 
Doomsday has gotten away from announcing frequencies for this very reason! It's 
much easier just to announce "40 Meter Shortwave." 

Make sure to include your return address somewhere in your letter. Maildrop 
perators do not forward on the original envelope you mailed your report in so it's 

Write neatly! If your handwriting is bad, try using a typewriter. I have ignored 
reports because the handwriting was bo bad I could not understand anything! This 

Reception details. Include enough details to convince the operator that it was indeed 
his broadcast you heard. All operators assembled their shows and know what is in 
i hem so detailed reports are not that important. What is important (and the reason 

Tor assembling this pamphlet) is PROGRAMMING COMMENTS!! 

Von should put the most effort into this area of your reception report. All operators 
WANT to know what you thought about their Bhows! What you liked and what you 
•iid not like are important! Anything is fair game in this area. Do not be afraid to 
speak your honest opinion. It will get you reBpect from operators! If you honestly 

DO NOT BE AFRAID TO VOICE YOURSELF! I will never deny a QSL J card P to someone' 
because they told me one of my shows "Sucked"! Other operators might, but we here 
at. Radio Doomsday admire and request your honesty, no matter how painful. This 
will help us to put together more entertaining Bhows and will please you the 
listener. WE BOTH WIN! Suggestions on programming, requests, ideas, questions, 
comments (Good and Bad), if you are motivated, Bend your comments on a tape. 
Simple comments like "I liked your Bhow," do not cut it! We're not asking for long 
dissertations on content, but thought out constructive comments and criticism. Let 
your imagination be your guide! I don't want to keep rambling on about how 
important this topic is, but PLEASE, WE WANT TO HEAR YOUR OPINIONS! 'Nuff Said! 

Do not hesitate to let a Btation know if their audio 
was under/over modulated, distorted, noisy, etc. or that they transmitter was 
drifting. Positive comments are also appreciated. Many listeners to Radio Doomsday 
have commented on our audio quality and it was theBe very observations that helped

Personal information i6 welcome aa well. We would like to get to know our listening 
audience and the report you send us could be the only thing we ever get to hear 
from you. Anything goes, and it is nice to read about our listeners. This also tiea 
hack in to programming comments as it could help to shape our programming to 
whal listeners want to hear based on themselves!

Nemesis' article is a good one, and we all can learn something from it In recent 
years I have heard the same "More Program Comments" complaint from many 
international shortwave broadcasters. The big signal SWBC stations could care less 
about technical comments on their signal behavior at your house. But, except for the 
BBC and maybe the VOA to some extent (these stations fund regular audience 
research), all of the SWBC broadcasters are very hungry for information about the 
impact of their shows. There is no such thing as a reliable ratings service for 
shortwave stations. So, stations really have no way of knowing if they are reaching 
you with a useful service. They would genuinely like to know if you were 
entertained by that show about the turnip harvest or the commentary on politics in 
the provinces. As you know, almost nobody cares about the turnip harvest or the 
nits in the provinces. So, many SWBC stations end up being a waste of plenty of 



Many pirates obviously feel the same way, as Nemesis indicates. But, with 
clandestines we have a slightly different situation. I would not advise you to send a 
report to La Voz del CID that praises Fidel Castro, the great populist ruler of Cuba 
who is not a ripoff like those nuts in Miami that hope to take over Cuba someday. 
This is not the sort of thing that the station believes, and so It would likely have a 
strong temptation to discard your report. It is better to ask for more information 
about the station's philosophy, which is why they are on the air in the first place. 
Even if you could care less about the political situation in Freedonia, or especially if 
you personally are part of the foreign elite that is ripping off the people of 
Freedonia every day, I would not advise a completely honest set of progruin 
comments in a reception report to the Voice of Independent F

Anatomy of a Factoid 



"Factoid" is a relatively new term used lo describe something that's widely circulated and 
generally accepted as factual truth, yet is hot really true. Factoids get started when erroneous 
information appears in a respectable source, such as a mainstream newspaper or network 
television newscast. Others repeat the misinformation and base its validity on the source (the 
newspaper or television network) rather than upon the information itself. With enough lime, 
you have an "established fact" that has no basis in reality at all. 

The point is that you can't believe everything you read or hear, regardless of how 
"legitimate" the source is. That's why I've been running down the story behind a news 
clipping that appeared on page 23 of the August. 1993 issue of The ACE. This told the story 
of one Kent Jewell of Lincoln Beach, OR. According lo this story, he was operating a one- 
third watt FM station on 99.9 MHz; further, "Jewell got permission to operate his station af- 
ter he wrote to the Federal Communications Commission. John Reed, in the commission's 
engineering and technology department in Washington, DC, said granting permission was 
unusual." 

Zowieee! Had the FCC really started granting exceptions to its rules on a case-by-case 

I phoned Mr. Jewell at his home in Oregon and asked about the storv. He seemed reluc- 
tant to talk about his station, bui emphatically denied that he had received any special permis- 
sion from anyone at the FCC to operate. He said his FM station operated under ihe provi- 
sions of Part 15 of the FCC's rules, and that the wide coverage he enjoys is because of his 
good location (on a high bluff along the coast) and a lack of Interfering stations. He was 
miffed at the reporter who did the original story for ihe Salem (OR) Statesman Journal, Frank 
King, saying King had got several key facts wrong in his story. 

The next call weni to John Reed at the FCC in Washington. He is actually in ihe technical 
services branch at FCC headquarters. He had not seen the story in which he was quoted, so I 
read it to him over the phone. Reed sounded genuinely bewildered. "No way. . . I never said 
that to anyone nor did I write such a letter," he told me. He could not recall ever communicat- 
ing with Kent Jewell in any form, nor could he recall ever speaking to Frank King. He 
added, however, that he often handles press Queries by phone and may have spoken to King 
at some point. But, he stressed, he couldn't imagine saying anything that could have been 
construed as the comments attributed to him in the story. "I've been badly misquoted, or 
maybe he confused me with someone else," Reed told me. 

The next stop was the Salem Statesman Journal itself. It turned out that Frank King is a 
freelance writer instead of a fulltime reporter for the paper. Reaching him at home, I informed 
him of what Jewell and Reed had told me. King immediately went into a defensive mode and 
said that he fully stood by his story. As we spoke, however, he admitted that he had never 
seen a letter from the FCC to Jewell authorizing his station. Instead, he said he recalled talk- 
ing to Jewell about such a letter. I did not initially identify Reed as the one I spoke lo at the 
FCC about the story, and instead asked King if he recalled the name of the person he talked 
to ai the FCC. King couldn't remember. After a couple of minutes, it became clear that King 
didn't recall much about the story and seemed confused about its details. The notes I look 
about our conversation concluded this way: "Don't think he has a duel" 

So what's the real story here? My best estimate of the situation is that Frank King man- 
aged to badly screw up some facts in his original story and that no special permission was 
ever given to Jewell. He may have spoken to Reed at the FCC, but Reed did not say what 
was attributed to him. I do wonder if perhaps Jewell is running a little more power than al- 
lowed under Pan 15, given his reticence to discuss technical details of his station. However, 
there is no real evidence thai he's anything other than a fully legal Pan 15 operator. So save 
your stamps— the FCC isn't giving out special permission to broadcast if you write a nice

ORDER 

Adopted: November 19, 1993; Released: December 17, 1993 



1. Section 409(e) of the Communications Act of 1934, as amended (Act). 47 U.S.C. § 
409(e). grants the Commission express authority to require by subpoena information relating 
to any matter under investigation. This authority may be delegated in accordance with Section 
5(c)(1) of the Act. 47 U.S.C. § 155(c)(1). Subpoenas may be issued to, among others, 
private entities not subject to an administrative agency's jurisdiction. 

2. We find that the delegation of authority to the Chief, Field Operations Bureau, to issue 
administrative subpoenas in the investigations of cases involving a violation or violations of 
Sections 301 (unlicensed operation) or 302a (illegal marketing of radiofrequency devices ca- 
pable of causing harmful interference) of the Act. 47 U.S.C. §§ 301 and 302a. will facilitate 
investigations of illegal activity and, therefore, is in the public in 

3. ACCORDINGLY, IT IS ORDERED, that, pursuant 
Communications Act of 1934, as amended, 47 U.S.C. § 155(c). .. 
the Chief, Field Operations Bureau to require by administrative subpoena 
books, papers, correspondence, memoranda, and other records deemed relevant to the inves- 
tigation of an alleged violation or violations of Sections 301 or 302a of the Act, 47 U.S.C. 
§§ 301 or 302a.

(0 The Chief of the Field Operations Bureau is authorized to issue subpoenas for the 
production of books, papers, correspondence, memoranda, and other records deemed rele- 
vant in the investigation of an alleged violation or violations of Sections 301 (unlicensed op- 
eration) or 302a (illegal marketing of radiofrcquency devices) of the Communications Act of 
193-4, as amended. 



So what does all this mean? It means the FCC's Field Operations Bureau now has the 
authority to subpoena damn near anything they think might be remotely relevant to an inves- 
tigation of unlicensed operation, even if the target of the subpoena has no relationship what- 
soever to die activity under investigation. In other words, the FOB could subpoena the entire 
ACE membership list or George Zeller's pirate QSL collection. It could subpoena the cus- 
tomer lists of vendors selling equipment that might be used by pirate operators. And I suspect 
it's only a matter of time before subpoenas are issued to the operators of mail drops. 

It's going to be an interesting few months ahead!
